CINCINNATI. O., APRIL 1—The Ohio river is stationary at 


this point tonight at a .stage of 6.9.8 ft. Weather authorities state 
that the flood will likely remain -tationary for many hours ttnd 
that owing to the large amount of water yet to be expected fr»m 
the head waters, the fall will be slow. 


Reports from up the river points are that the river is either 


stationary or slowly falling. The worst is over. 


The fire tint has been raging for the past seveial 
days in 


Iluntington. W. Va.. was checked today by mean* of dynamite, 
which was used to ra/.e buildings aud debris. 


COLCMBUS. 0.. APRIL 1—It is estimated tonight that the 


death list occasioned by the flood will not exceed -300 in this suite. 
In practically every city, the final list of victims is much lower 
than the first estimates. The number of people still homeless to- 
day was estimated at 17.000. 


The work of recovering bodies from the debris deposited -by 


the flood on the west side is going forward slowly and many of 
the houses in the stricken district are being cleaned out ready for 
occupancy. The military is still in charge and sightseers are strict- 
ly barred from the district. Wafer remains in th-j fields between 
Mound street and Greenlawn avenue but this wa» being drained 
out by the soldier^ today. It is feared that many bodies will be 
found at this point when the water recedes. 


DAYTON, 0.. APRIL 1—The bodies of 64 flood victims have 


been identified. 


Dayton's .relief fund today reached $750.000. but it is estimat- 


ed that as much again will lie needed to give flood sufferers a new 
start in life.

"While there, the driver of the team announced 
in the daily 


papers that he would perform the feat, which was a difficult one.

without getting tangled, and invited the people to see him do it. 


The actual accomplishment of this fear gave Mr. Thomas Hunt 


in a letter to the Cincinnati Post an opportunity to show that, 
talking,, of feats, the Borax Company had already performed a 
feat" which immenselv exceeded that of turning a 20-mule team in 
a narrow street.

the United States to put a tariff of five cents per pound on all 
borax imported. This made all the boras used in this country cost 
at least eight cents per pound. As that article is largely used here, 
that five cent* per pound adds to the cost of every article into 
which borax enters, and thus contributes considerably to the cost 
.of living, and on that account is more or less of a curse. 


"So that the finding of borax in the United States, instead 


of being a. blessing by making that article more abundant and 
. cheaper, was turned into a curse by compelling the people to pay 
'twice as much for it. 


- "The feat of turning what would have been a blessing, into a 


. curse, is the feat which was a greater one than turning their 20- 
mule team around in a narrow street without a mixup.

"It is true, the 'protective tariff' had to be called to the assist 


'ance of the Borax Company, otherwise the feat could not hav 
been performed."
